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REMARKS 

Claims 1-22 are pending', with claims 1, 10, 14, 17 and 20 
being independent. Reconsideration and allowance of the above- 
referenced application are respectfully requested. 

To further supplement the Supplemental Reply filed 
September 8, 2 005, attached is an email from Janice Boulden of 
Intel and a redacted portion of the committee minutes for the 
meeting at which the decision was made to file the above- 
referenced patent application. 

The email - from Janice Boulden clearly describes the regular 
practice of Intel, with respect to review and approval of 
invention disclosures, at the time of the present invention. 
Furthermore, this email shows that the time taken in deciding to 
file the present application was entirely reasonable and typical 
for the general operations of the company at that time. In 
addition, the redacted portion of the committee minutes provides 
corroborating evidence for the email and shows that the 
invention claimed in the present application was approved for 
filing during the September 2000 Network Communications IP 
Committee meeting, which took place on the regularly scheduled 
day of September 6, 2000, and also on September 15, 2000. 

This evidence, in addition to that provided previously, 
establishes possession of the claimed subject matter prior to 
the filing date of U.S. Publication No. 2003/0069848 (Larson) 
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from the U.S. Application No, 09/828,702, and prior to the 
filing of U.S. Publication No. 2002/0067742 (Or) from the U.S. 
Application No. 09/729,234, and prior to the earliest priority 
date of U.S. Publication No. 2002/0059457 (Ballard) from the 
U,S, Application No. 09/899,648. The submitted evidence 
provides a prima facie showing that, the subject matter in 
claims 1-22 was conceived prior to, and diligence commenced 
prior to July 6, 2000, the earliest priority date of the cited 
U.S. Publications 2003/0069848 (Larson), 2002/0067742 (Or), and 
2002/0059457 (Ballard) , and that diligence continued until the 
invention was const inactively reduced to practice on April 26, 
2001. 

Based on the above, we respectfully submit that the cited 
U.S. Publications 2003/0069848 (Larson), 2002/0067742 (Or), and 
2002/0059457 (Ballard) are no longer effective references under 
35 USC 102(e) or 103(a). Therefore, the rejections based on the 
cited U.S. Publications 2003/0069848 (Larson), 2002/0067742 
(Or) , and 2002/0059457 (Ballard) should be withdrawn. 
Accordingly, claims 1-22 under consideration are patentable and 
are now in full condition for allowance. 

In view of the submissions and remarks presented, all of 
the claims should be in condition for allowance. A formal 
notice of allowance is thus respectfully requested.
